External Vice-President Jean Sicotte declined to make a 
prediction. -'When there is an irrational basis to the issue, it's 
hard to say," he said. 

' Sicotte claimed emotionalism dominated the two-hour forum 
held at Sir George last Friday in which he participated with Jean 
Pelletier, Secretary-General of UGEQ. "The anti-UGEQ students 
repeat the 'facts' that UGEQ is French and that UGEQ gave money 
to 'separatists' for legal defence," he said. 

However, Executive Vice-President Sherry Rubenstein said 
the parties involved have attempted . to present political argue- 
ments which call on the student to make a "rational decision". 
"The students do fear the big black separatists and they arc 
trying to get someone to tell them that neither separatism nor 
racism is basic to the question. Council, the ad hoc Committee of

He intends to do this and there is every likelihood, according

military approach that has been 
taken by the West. 

He went on to trace the histo- 
rical causes of these relations, 
which culminated In the war In 
Viet Nam, which he termed a 
•"stalemate," bound to continue 
indefinitely. "Both sides arc cer- 
tain . of victory", he said, and 
added "I am certain neither will 
win." 

Although the bombing of North 
Viet Nam has failed to slop sup- 
plies from reaching the country 
and to break the Communists' 
back,^Hiisjcontinued with the ex- 
ciKe^tliat'^stopplng it would hurt 
the "American boys". However 
he pointed out that the risk of 
involving China in the war could 
hurt the "American boys" even 
more. 

Ronning maintained that the 
bad relations with Communist 
Asia arc due to a policy of oppo- 
sition to China that has changed 
only outwardly over the years. 

"What once was a Russian pup- 
pet that would collapse under 
pressure, now is referred to as 
the headquarters of militant 
agressive Communism," he said. 

Since an open split with China 
would undoubtedly lead to nu- 
clear warfare, the question, he 
said, is no longer whether the

Fekete loses scholarship 

John Fekete will not receive his $1,000 English Lilerolure 
Scholarship from the Beta Sigma Phi Sorority due to "his On* 
favorable publicity in the past few weeks." The scholarship wo$ 
to have been presented Saturday, November 18. 



"We cannot afford to make a 
public presentation of a scholar- 
ship in such a large amount, 
thereby causing unfavorable pub- 
licity to us," Mrs. L. M. Price, 
President of the Montreal City 
Council of the Beta Sigma Phi ' 
Sorority, said in a letter to Fe- 
kete. 

In response to this letter, 
Claude ïÂrmand Shcppard, Fe- 




kcte's lawyer in the Boll Weevils 
issue, advised the sorority that 
their proceedings were illegal 
since the scholarship . had been 
awarded to Fekete several 
months ago and confirmed In 
August by the Beta Sigma Phi 
Scholarships Committee. 

"This scholarship was awarded 
to Mr. John Fekete for his schol- 
astic ability... and not for any 
other purpose," said Sheppard 
in his answer to the letter. 
"These mediocre criteria of caus- 
ing unfavorable publicity to the 
'sorority Is not acceptable to the 
academic world," he said. 

The Director of Awards of 
the Association of Universities 
and Colleges of Canada, Mrs. 
Dorothy Patterson, said in a let- 
ter to the Beta Sigma Phi Soro- 
rity that after consulting legal 
advisers "Mr. Fekete, having 
complied with the conditions of 
the award when it was offered 
and accepted, and 'bcing duly 
registered in the appropriate 
course In McGill University, is 
entitled to receive the scholar* 
ship." •' , 

Sheppard advised the sorority 
that if the $1,000 and a $6.00 
letter fee were not received be- 
fore noon yesterday, legal' pro- 
ceedings would be taken. 

The total amount, $1,006, has 
not yet been received^

iFor an English Quebecer who believed 
all that talk about separatism was just soine- 
thing the jiewspaMrs^dreained^ reso- 
lutions p«seâ^tfLeW^ 
the weekend ore less than comfortable. This 
time, It was not a mere case of asking for 
more autonomy; the meeting called for 
"radical and concrete measures" to make 
French the "general" language of Quebec, 
bilingual schools for English Quebecers, and 
French as the only official language in the 
province. 

. There is much.debate:over how repre- 
sentative of the people^of^French Canada the 



actually were. Many will argue 
that since the delegates came from only 
select bodies and were not popularly elect- 
ed, the results should not be taken seriously. 

But that Is hardly the point. The week- 
end assembly is yet another indication of 
the present attitude of French Canada — 
even if it does not represent the whole — 
and it sounds a sour note for English speak- 
ing Quebecers. 

The reaction will likely come. It is time, 
Anglos will argue, we stopped playing 
gomes with these Frenchmen and told them 
exactly how much we are prepared to take. 
So the conflict Is escalated toward an'inevit- 
able confrontation. 



What the resolutions passed should 
tell English speaking citizens is that they 
must soon come to grips with the changes 
of French Canada for their own good. So 
far we hove had a lot of talk about whot 
should be "given" to French Canadians to 
prove our humanity. But very little is ac- 
complished out of charity. We can now for- 
get the immense power base we once oper- 
ated from and begin to think in purely 
political terms.

Students'* Council I have both 
the electoral mandate and the 
constitutional right to ensure 
that a responsible McGill Dally 
is published. I' have' attempted 
to exercise my mandate to this 
end, bill due to the Inability of 
Council to come to grips with 
this unfortunate situation, no- 
thing to date has been accom- 
plished. However, my views, 
and certainly my poxycrs, are 
somewhat different when It 
comes to abortion laws. The 
power to change these laws 
rests in Parliament, and their 
interpretation is the concern of 
the courts. I am only capable 
of changing existing laws 
through my elected rcpresent- 
allyc in Parliament, 
jgfô^ Kingsbury wrote of his 
live and varied exper- 
I?: with unwed, pregnant 
'McGill girls searching for 
abortions. He was deeply mov- 
ed by the plight of this select 
group of Individuals. Perhaps 
then he j can. understand how 
meid|ailj^8tudehts , and doctors 
musiVfeel^ when they see wo- 
men who have had to be ad- 
mitted to hospital as a result 
of complications arising out of 
illegal abortions, or more often, 
attempted abortions. A case in 
point Is a woman in her 30's 
who died last week In one of 
the ' McGllI teaching hospitals 



after intensive treatment of a 
bacterial condition arising out 
of an Illegal abortion. (Accord- 
ing to some' reports the death 
rate arising from therapeutic 
abortions in hospitals is less 
than that for tonsillectomies). 
These women arrive daily at 
the out-patient or emergency 
entrances of our hospitals. 

Doctors and medical students 
arc constantly frustrated be- 
cause women of all social and 
economic groups approach 
them in hopes of having an 
abortion. Doctors have the 
technical knowledge but not 
the legal permission (in most 
instances) to perform such an 
operation. It must be remem- 
-bercd that doctors are as sub- 
■ Jcct to the abortion laws as 
other members of our society. 
Most doctors are not ready to 
jeopardize their thirteen or 
fourteen years of medical train- 
ing by performing an absolutely 
illegal procedure.' Conviction of 
a doctor as a result of perform- 
ing an abortloii would result 
in his being barred from the 
only profession for which he 
has had adequate training; and 
a loss of his valuable services 
to tlie community. 

Nevertheless, It is an estab- 
lished fact that doctors have 
risked these consequences In 
sympathy for certain unfortun- 
ate women. There . Is more 
sympathy (of a different nature) 
In medical circles than perhaps 
most people realize. A largo 
group of McGill medical stu- 
dents have recently called for 
an open meeting of tHc Medical - 
StudcnU* Society to discuss 
how they might support reform 
of existing laws. I hope to sub- 
piit their proposals to -the stu- 
dents at large through the 
Council or/the MoGUI Daily, to 
elicit additional support or con- 
structive criticism. Further ac- 
tion by the McGill student com- 
munity will then depend upon 
either independent student, 
action (such as writlrig to their 



M.P.'s) or through their other 
elected representatives. 

It is unthinkable that medical 
students and doctors are not 
deeply concerned with the prob- 
lems resulting from the pre- 
sent abortion laws.

I will concentrate in the first few 
paragraphs on an analysis of the 
accusations posed by Mr. Kunian In 
his . article on "CommunUt Aggres- 
sion".' Presumably the aggressor here 
is Communist -China, which Mr. Ku- 
nian describes as the real enemy in 
Asia and a threat to the world. Be- 
fore an Impartial discussion is pos- 
sible, any pre-conceived prejudice 
must be discarded. Anyone with this 
pre-requisite is welcome to read this 
article. 

The first question I raise is Com- 
munist China's shelling of Quemoy 
and Matsu. Any accusation is mean- 
ingless if one .realizes the following 
fact : the shelling occurs on alternate 
days, one day intended for the Na- 
tionalist Army to obtain their sup- 
plies safely, with the next day's shel- 
ling merely a symbolic warning to 
the world that China is still in a 
state of civil war. The present 'two- 
China' state is only a transitory one 
and international contrivances to 
create twd permanent Chinas is un- 
acceptable to ALL Chinese. Tiie shel- 
ling is not at all. intended to injure 
the civilians. I must emphasize this. 

As for Tibet, the word "subjugate" 
used by Mr. Kunian is completely 
erroneous. Tibet has from early His- 
tory been Y:an^. inseparable ; Chinese 
territory. Communlst'China inherited 
her authority in this part of her 
country from the former government. 
It is true that, social reforms arc 
tal{inggplaceithere, .but removing the 
old fetidait^wESm; in which Monks 
formed a special caste, and removing 
ignorance certainly cannot be des- 
cribed as "rape". 

The border conflict between Chi- 
na and India was mentioned by Mr. 
Kuni.m. I. must say that Mr. Kunian 
: has reversed the truth. The Sino- 
Indian border line is not yet deter-i 
mined, but before the first confUctl-^ 
in 1063 (?), India's army made an 
attempt to take the existing frontier 
post held by the Communist army. 
Aggressive steps were téken by In- 
d l«?s|irmy £flr8t, as is evident from 
thel^acFf tW the bodies of Indian 
troops were left over in the Chinese 
sector. The first large-scale Commu- 
nist push at the heart of India was ' 
a warning that India must not de- 
grade herself by making "war on 
CItina in exchange, for Americani^or^V 



Soviet aid. Indeed, Chinese troops 
immediately drew back to their orig- 
inal post, which is not what a terri- 
tot7-hun^|g[eoim^;^ould,da|,;^ Mr. 
Kunian ■ Is'*i5oPSlMCd7'^ he must have, 
been misinformed by diabolical poli- 
tical propaganda. 

To decide whether China threatens 
the sovereignty of Nepal and Sik- 
kim, one must consider the other 
side of this question. As a matter 
of fact, Ctiina did not station an 
army in these two countries or any 
otiicr, but^it~ls;Tcportcd that Indian 
troops are'* tiiërè to "protect" these 
two countries from Chinese military 
attack which never materialized. As 
a comparison, one may be inclined 
to ask if America threatens the sov- 
ereignty of Cuba. 

The present riots in Hong Kong 
and^Macao mu£t be discu^d^eparat- 
cly. In the case of MaMW^nefcan 
simply say that action'^ajT^by the 
local Portuguese govefmnenî^lèd to 
a general uproar. This incident was 
peacefully settled when the local 
Portuguese governor signed his letter 
of apology. The situation in Hong 
Kong is ominous and we agree un- 
animously that the bombing is inhu- 
man, but whether this is a policy 
adopted by the government in Peking 
is doubtful. .(In point of fact, there 
is evidence suggesting that the riots 
«{nBn>itcau8ed;,;byii- local communist 
raubic-makcrs ' who, for complex 
political reasons, arc trying to create 
confusion. This riot bears no direct 
relation to the Communist regime in 
Peking.) 

The q uest i on |.of lier international 
policy isttaunn^difficult to analyse 
because different people hold differ- 
ent beliefs. Some people may claim 
that American democracy is the only 
. way to build an earthly paradise. This 
""lieneral doctrine may not hold in 
l^untrics with different ^cultural 
'and' geographical backgrounds. The 
United States is richly endowed 
with natural resources and her people 
can affordj^niorc luxury and less 
.. working hoûw.'^etc., etc. But would 
' it be practical to copy this system 
in some less fortunate country? No. 
I therefore hope that everyone of us 
will arrive at a common ground and 
<; agree that the American's attempt to 
, ; build - his systenî ' in ; other countries 
^ :is 'inot-icompletely justified. 



We are now in a position to under- 
stand why there is revolution (or 
civirwar) in China. People are dls- 

l^aUsfied^with the old and corrupted 

?lna?ïnéfflclcnt one system. They 
want to replace it. The Communist 
Doctrine spreads quickly in the 
countrj- and, from the fact that Com- 
munists take over the country so 
rapidly, one reflects it must have the 
support of the people. Impartially 
considered, the revolution is cer- 
tainly not fruitless. In point of social 
reconstruction and improvement of 
the economy, the significant steps 
she has made cannot be erased. Of 
course, no one tries to compare her 
with most of the western countries, 
but accusing her of destroying her 
capacity to feed her people is com- 
pletely groundless: people,;; are, fed, 

. or at least famines like those troub- 
ling India and which arc so common 
in old China no longer exist. 

Let us discuss Korea, and Vict Nam, 
countries alleged by Mr. Kunian to 
have been sabotaged by China. 

Discard the idea that North Korea 
invaded South Korea. Sec the other 
side of the story: people in the North, 
originally from the South and with 
countrymen in the North, were com- 
ing back to save their country from 
an inefficient and corrupted rcRimc. 
Would it be just for the Americans 
to restore this old order? Having a 
pre-concelvcd idea of . "better dead 
than red",, and driven by the naive 
idea that their troops are in to build 
their system, Americans forced ano- 
ther country holding a contrasting 
view to come in to help as volunteers. 
There is also another important point , 
on Chinese Intervention into this pe- 
ninsula which one has to bear in 
mind. The US troops in Korea had 
threatened her existence just as Pre- 
sident Kennedy would doubtless have 
declared war on the USSR had the 
rockets in Cuba endangered his coun- 
try. While making a statement, every- 
one should consider the related facts. 

llic .same situation occurs in Laos, 
Thailand etc. The role of China may' 

Él%« '«ÎSS^ifiSS^? that jpf the French 

' : cc.' hadT thai ;'war turned out to be a 
failure. Wouldn't the French be ac- 
cused of sabotaging British Law and 
Order 7 ; 

The above two cases may be rele- 
. vaht to the case of Viet Nam. No 



one can say the existing government 
or the former one was good. Cer- 
tainly one can lay the blame on the 
Viet Cong: the government is ineffi- 
cient because of sabotage, terrorism, 
etc. But remember the case in Malaya. 
A similar example can be found in 
the PhilippineV. Indeed, one can 
question the underlying reason for 
the existence of local guerilla forces. 

Under intense bombing by US pla- 
nes, materials flow by osmosis into 
South Viet Nam and arc redistributed 
all over the country. They must be 
grossly insufficient. People with the 
slightest military knowledge certainly 
can point out that guerilla, warfare 
demands the support of the people. 
It needs them for fond supply, intel- 
ligence and new recruits. The two 
arc inseparable. Why then, if the 
people choose a system they want, 
should the US Impose on them, one 
the. US thinks is morç.i;sul.tablè?^As 
for the figures quoted by Mr? Kunian 
in 'Election', I don't doubt any of 
them. Apparently, half the people 
supported the election by voting. But 
one should realize that : although the 
Viet Cong tried to prevent the elec- 
tion at first, they did encourage peop- 
pic to vote for the opposing candi- 
dates in the later phases. The entire 
voting public in fact did not demons- 
trate their support for the present 
governmenti 

As for the election, there is another 
point worth mentioning. Early in 
Dicm's regime, a general election was 
proposed and agreed to by the Geneva 
Convention. It was called off by Diem 
for fear of losing. Here one sees a 
striking fact: only elections favou- 
rable to one side were allowed and 
moreover, in tiic elections, only can- 
didates prescribed by the American 
system were allowed. In short, choice 
of government is limited to those ac- 
ceptable to the US. . r 

Discussion of the .situation In Viet 
Nnm is complicated and I propo.sc to 
stop. here. Before closing the para- 
^Srapn^I would drive home the point 
thât'nb country can impose forms of 
government on others. Indeed, are 
Americans born leaders of Asia ? Are 
they masters of the world who allow 
people freedom of choice — choice 
only of "freedom"? No I

Pépin denounced Lévcsquc's 
"common market" proposal, 
. claiming that in modelling his 



market after the European sys- 
tem,' Lévesque "ignores the fact 
that the European market has a 
political end." 

Pépin continued; "I believe in 
a bicultural, fairly decentralized 
political system for Canada . . . 
I believe that federalism is not 
only a philosophy but a psycholo- 
gy . . . I belicvc that it Is impos- 
sible in 1067 to divide provincial 
jurisdiction from federal juris- 
diction ... 1 believe that it is 
possible to have two nations at 
peace in the bosom- of a single 
state ... I believe in virtue." 

After Pepin's speech, Lévesque 
remarked that he "listened with 
rapture to a man who is in full 
possession of truth." 

Lévesque commented on seve- 
ral other political personalities. 
Pierre Elliot Trudeau . was term- 
ed "part of our 'yesterdays"; Pre-
